In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Supreme 
Commander  for  the  Allied  Powers,  dated  31  Way 
1946,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  on  2?  July  1946 
designated  me  to  appear  as  a  witness  before  this 
Tribunal  to  present  information  in  regard  to  docu 
ments  in  the  custody  of  the  Navy  Department  bear¬ 
ing  on  the  questions  at  issue  here. 


reports,  records  and  documents  maae  or  :.ept  Dy 
officers  acting  in  the  course  of  official  duties 
and  in  accordance  with  established  naval  procedure 
in  investigating,  recording  and  reporting  facts 
which  are  matters  of  concern  to  the  United  States 
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Navy.  This  stateiae.it  is  a  report  to  this  Tribunal 
of  my  investigation  of  those  records  which  bear 
upon  the  subject  of  the  plans  and  preparations 
uade  by  the  Japanese  Navy  leading  up  to  the  naval 
hostilities  which  Tapcn  initiated  and  waged  on  and 
after  7  December  19*1.  This  subject  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  under  four  headings,  as  follows: 

(1)  The  plans  and  preparations  concerned  with  naval 
construction,  particularly  construction  of  air¬ 
craft  carriers. 

(2)  The  plans  and  ^reparations  concerned  with  the 
establishment  of  naval  bases  and  the  erection 
of  fortifications  in  the  Mandated  Islands. 


(3)  The  plans  and  preparations  concerned  with 
consular  espionage  as  an  aid  to  naval  attack. 

(4)  The  plans  and  preparations  for  secret  attack 
by  Japanese  aircraft  carrier  task  force  upon 
the  United  States  naval  personnel  and  ships 
at  Pearl  Harbor,  Hawaii,  on  7  December  1941, 
without  notification  having  been  given  by 
Japan  to  the  United  States  by  a  previous, 
explicit  and  reasoned  warning  that  there 
would  be  a  comnencouent  of  hostilities  in  a 
war  by  Japan  against  the  United  States.

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themselves — whereas,  he  said,  "If  they  (the  Japanese) 
had  aggressive  designs  in  the  Far  East,  nothing 
would  be  more  useful  than  the  retention  of  air¬ 
craft  carriers."  ( IPc>  Document  No.  6250) 

Admiral  NAGANO,  the  leader  of  the  Japanese 
delegation  in  the  London  Conference,  who  was  soon 
to  become  Japanese  Navy  Minister  and  later,  at 
the  tine  of  the  Pearl  Harbor  aircraft  carrier 
attack,  to  be  the  Chief  of  the  Japanese  Naval 
Genoral  Staff,  speaking  at  an  official  session  of 
the  London  Conference  on  15  January  1936,  stated 
again  the  Japanese  view  that  aircraft  carriers 
were  the  principal  type  of  aggressive  naval  arms. 
NAGANO  said,  "In  order  to  establish  as  complete  a 
state  of  non-aggression  and  non-menace  as  possible, 
r-e  advocate +*** the  abolition  of  aircraft  carriers,* 
and  a  reduction  in  curtain  ether  classes  of  naval 
vessels.  (IPS  Document  No.  625D 

The  official  naval  leadership  and  the  personal 
cooperation  of  SA0A?K>  and  'ItC  A1  0T0  are  indicated 
not  only  by  their  joint  efforts  in  connection  with 
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the  London  Naval  Conference,  but  also  by  the 
fact  that  NAGANO  and  YAL&’OTO  for  a  considerable 
period  In  1936-1937  served  together  as  Navy 
Minister  and  Vice  Minister,  respectively,  and 
later,  in  1941-1943,  as  Chief  of  the  Japanese 
Naval  General  Staff  and  Commander-in-chief  of 
the  Combined  Fleet,  respectively,  the  positions 
in  ivhich  they  took  the  lead  in  trorking  out  the 
plans  and  in  Issuing  the  orders  for  the  pearl 
Harbor  attack. 


The  records  further  3how  that  NAGANO  and 
YA'X:OTO  and  their  associates  made  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  use  of  aircraft  carriers  a  central 
principle  of  Japanese  naval  policy.  The  execu¬ 
tion  of  this  policy  involved  three  steps:  first, 
the  abolition  of  existing  treaty  limitations  on 
the  construction  of  aircraft  carriers,  both 
quantitatively  and  qualitatively,  and  tie  removal 
of  the  treaty  barriers  to  secrecy  in  naval  con¬ 
struction^  second,  the  construction  of  aircraft 

\ 
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carriers  and  supporting  naval  units  until  Japan 

had  carrier  supremacy  over  the  United  States,  and 
third,  the  use  of  an  aircraft  carrier  task  force 
for  making  a  secret,  sudden  attack  to  destroy 
before  ear  began  the  men  and  ships  of  the  United 
States  pacific  Fleet  while  the  ships  more  lying 
at  anchor  or  moorings  in  Pearl  Harbor. 

The  first  step,  namely  the  abolition  of 
existing  treaty  limitations  on  the  construction 
of  aircraft  carriers,  was  carried  out  under  the 
naval  leadership  of  YIHOT* >  and  NAGANO  as  Japanese 
naval  representatives  attending  the  meetings 
connected  with  the  London  Naval  Uonference.  The 
Washington  Treaty  of  1922  had  limited  Japan  by 
ratio  to  a  total  carrier  tonnage  of  81,000  tons. 

The  Japanese  representatives  demanded  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  existing  treaty  limitations  on  naval 
construction.  The  Japanese  demanded  In  place  of 
the  existing  ratio  or  proportional  limitations  a 

treaty  limitation  based  on  what  they  called  "a 

„  nn.it  ..  The  other  nations  considered 
common  upper  limit. 

,  ,  _ fho  proposal  would  result  in 

that  the  adoption  of  the  propos 
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tho  abolition  of  any  limitation  rather  than  in 
the  maintenance  of  any  effective  limitation. 

None  of  the  other  nations  agreed  with  the  Japanese 
demands.  The  Japanese  gave  notice  on  29  December 
1934  of  their  intention  to  terminate  the  treaty 
under  its  terms  to  take  effect  31  December  1936. 

On  16  January  1936,  led  by  Admiral  NAGANO,  the 
Japanese  withdrew  from  the  conference,  refusing 
to  Join  the  other  nations  in  the  formulation  of 
a  new  treaty  to  limit  naval  construction. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Washington 
Treaty  of  1922  and  the  London  Treaty  of  1930, 

Japan,  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  had 
been  exchanging  reports  on  their  naval  construc¬ 
tion.  "lien  not  bound  by  these  treaty  provisions 
because  of  her  termination  thereof,  Japan,  in 
communications  which  included  letters  exchanged 
in  1938  between  Foreign  iiinister  HIROTA  and 
Ambassador  Grew,  rejected  American,  British,  and 
French  proposals  for  the  reciprocal  exchange  of 
information  on  naval  construction.  Japan,  however, 
continued  to  obtain  extensive  information  in  regard 
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to  naval  construction  in  the  United  States  by 
methods  including  the  consular  espionage  which 
will  be  described  hereafter. 

As  the  second  step  in  Japanosc  naval  policy, 
the  Japanese  Navy  and  Government  between  1936  and 
1941  proceeded  with  an  oxpandcd  program  of  air¬ 
craft  construction.  In  1936,  Japan  had  four 
carriers,  with  a  tonnage  of  68,400  tons.  By  7 
December  1941,  however,  only  five  years  later, 
Japan  had  more  than  doubled  her  carrier  strength, 
having  ten  carriers,  with  a  tonnage  of  178, 070 
tons. 

In  addition  to  increases  in  aircraft  carrier 
construction,  Japan,  between  1931  ar*d  1941,  in¬ 
creased  her  heavy  cruisers  from  eight  in  1931  to 
eighteen  in  1941,  destroyers  from  fifty-two  to 
102,  and  submarines  from  forty-four  to  seventy- 
four.  During  the  same  period,  the  United  States 
facing  increasing  naval  responsibilities  in  two 
oceans  brought  its  total  number  of  heavy  cruisers 
from  ten  to  eighteen,  the  same  number  as  Japan, 
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while  the  number  of  destroyers  dropped  from  225  to 
171  p.nd  the  number  of  submerines  increased  from 
eighty-one  to  112.  Byway  of  comparison  in  air¬ 
craft  carriers,  in  the  years  193*  and  1936,  when 
Admiral  YAi'AI-OTO  and  Admiral  NAGANO,  respectively, 
made  the  statements  at  the  London  Conference  as 
quoted  above,  the  Japanese  Navy  and  the  United 
States  Navy  each  had  four  aircraft  carriers.  On 
7  December  1941,  whereas  Japan  had  ten  aircraft 
carriers,  the  United  States  had  only  six  and  only 
three  of  them  were  in  the  Pacific. 

The  third  and  final  step  in  the  execution 
of  the  Japanese  naval  policy  with  regard  to  the 
construction  and  use  of  aircraft  carriers  was  the 
use  by  Japan  of  an  aircraft  carrier  task  force  as 
the  attacking  force  in  the  Pearl  Harbor  attack. 

The  six  carriers  which  tho  Japanese  sent  against 
pearl  Harbor,  namely,  I^AGA,  AI'AGI,  30RYU,  KIRYU, 
3H0KAKU  and  ZU1KAKU,  were  the  Japanese  Navy's  most 
powerful  carriers.  They  constituted  75*  of  the 
Japanese  Navy's  entire  carrier  tomage  strength, 
and  they  sent  into  the  attack  360  planes,  constituting 
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probably  75#  of  the  total  Japanese  carrier  plane 
strength.  The  maximum  total  number  of  carrier 
based  planes  which  the  United  States  naval  forces 
could  have  mustered  if  the  two  carriers  thon  in 
the  Hawaiian  area,  namely  the  USS  LEXINGTON  and 
the  U33  UNTERPRISE,  had  been  at  Poarl  Harbor 
would  have  been  approximately  ICO  pianos.  In  other 
words,  Japanese  naval  construction  of  aircraft 
carriers  between  1936  and  1941  enabled  Japan  to 
send  against  the  Unitod  States  Navy's  men  and  ships 
at  Pearl  Harbor  one  of  the  most  powerful  task  forces 
ever  assembled  up  to  that  time,  y/ith  overwhelming 
carrier  air  force  supremacy  over  the  naval  forces 
attacked.  Moreover,  a  principal  target  and  objec¬ 
tive  of  the  Japanese  Navy  in  making  the  attack  was 
to  destroy  the  two  United  states  carriers  based  at 
Pearl  Harbor,  and  thereby  to  increase  the  already 
predominant  Japanese  carrier  supremacy  in  the 
Pacific. 

To  summarize,  Japanese  plans  and  preparations 
concerned  with  naval  construction  between  1931  and 

t 

1941  were  characterized  by  the  express  recognition 

* 
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by  NAGANO  and  YAMAMOTO,  leading  Japanese  naval 
authorities,  that  aircraft  carriors  v/ere  the  princi¬ 
pal  type  of  navaJ  construction  for  coilducting 
aggressive  naval  warfare,  and  by  the  termination  by 
Japan  of  existing  treaty  limitations  on  the  construe 
ticn  of  carriers  and  other  naval  arms.  Japanese 
naval  plans  and  preparations,  moreover,  featured 
the  construction  of  aircraft  carriers  until  in  194-1 
Japan  had  attained  decisive  supremacy  over  the 
United  States  and  other  nations  in  aircraft  carriers 
And  finally,  as  the  climax  of  her  naval  policy  of 
expansion  and  aggression,  Japan  on  7  December  194-1, 
used  an  aircraft  carrier  ta3k  force  to  make  a 
sudden,  secret  attack  designed  to  annihilate  United 
States  naval  power  in  the  Pacific  before  war  had 
actually  commenced. 
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Docuueulevy  evidence  will  now  be  presented  which 
indicates  that  the  Japanese  naval  policy  with  respect  to 
the  Kandatod  Islands  was  characterized  by  the  same  ob¬ 
jectives  as  those  with  respect  to  the  Japanese  naval 
policy  on  aircraft  carriors,  namely,  to  develop  and  use 
then  for  naval  expans ion  and  aggression. 


The  execution  of  this  polioy  likewise  was  along  the 
same  lines  of  aotivity  as  those  which  woro  pursued  in  the 
execution  of  the  policy  with  respeot  to  aircraft  carriers, 
namely,  (1)  the  termination,  or  in  this  case,  the  direct 
violation  of  treaty  limitations,  (2)  the  construction  of 
fortifications  and  of  naval  bases  in  the  Islands,  and 
(3)  the  use  of  the  IaLivto  fortifications  and  bases  in 
Initiating  and  waging  naval  hostilities  against  the  United 
States  and  her  allies  on  and  after  7  December  1941*

Tho  separate  volume,  in  151  pages  of  text,  tables  and  charts, 
outlines  operations  f«r  a  \T.r  boginning  t/ith  tho  attack  on 
Poarl  Harbor  (page  2/17,  2A8) .  It  provides  for  preparations 
for  nor,  communications,  supply,  allocation  of  forces  and 
other  dotc.ils. 

9.  The  Mandated  Islands  uppoar  in  many  places  in  this 

ordor.  At  page  2/67  the  ordor  ootablishon  an  allotment  of 
supply  basos.  Tho  supply  bases  allotted  to  tho  South  Seas 
Force  and  the  Advancod  Expeditionary  Forco  aro  tho  following 
Mandated  Islands:  SAIPAN,  OTAJALEIN,  TTOTJE,  JALUIT,  TAROA, 
TRUK,  PONAPE,  and  PALAU.  Thooo  oight  basos  constitute  more 
than  half  of  the  total  number  of  naval  supply  baso3  thus 
allotted,  namoly  a  total  of  fiftoon. 

>0.  At  pages  2/76  t*  2/7S  is  an  Appondod  Table  1,  giving 

initial  fuel  allowances  for  supply  bases,  Tho  boiler  oil 
allowance  to  five  of  the  eight  Mandated  Island  bases  totals 
46,500  metric  tons.  Likonioo  allotted  to  tho  Mandate  bases 
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aro  groat  quantities  of  aviation  fuol,  bombs,  maohino  gun 
ammunition,  torpodoos  and  ninos,  Rations  oro  allotted  for 
36,000  persons  per  month  at  tho  eight  Mandate  baso3.  La.’go 
monthly  replenishment  alloroncos  aro  tabulated  at  pages  2/91 
to  2/94.  Aircraft  material  for  the  South  Seas  area  is  to  bo 
replenished  at  TRUK,  and  submarine  materiel  at  KWAJALEIN.

No  doubt  Order  No.  1  is  accurate  in  applying  the  term 
"bases"  to  these  Mandate  installations.  Tho  ratorials,  the 
quantities  and  the  arca3  involved  indioato  that  these  naval 
bases  and  their  equipment  for  storage,  transport,  communica¬ 
tions,  and  guns  and  ammunition  had  boon  established  on  a  largo 
scale  and  ovor  a  considerable  period  of  time.  Other  docu¬ 
ments  on  this  point  arc  available  for  prosontation  or 
e:camination» 

The  Unndatod  Islands  appear  in  Order  No.  1  clso  in 
tables  of  allocations  of  foreos  (pages  2/104,  105,  106).  The 
South  Seas  Force,  centering  about  tho  4th  Floot  (commonly 
called  tho  Mandates  Floot)  is  allocated  for  rendezvous  the 
South  Seas  or  Mandated  Islands.  Operating  from  those  bases 
it  is  ordered  to  aid  in  covoring  the  uithdramal  of  tho  Poarl 
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Harbor  striking  force,  to  attach  Wake  and  Guam  as  quickly 
as  possible,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  striking  force  "in 
the  occupation  of  strategic  areas."  Also  based  in  the  Mandates 
is  the  Cotrerce  Destruction  Unit,  apparently  subrarinos 
assigned  by  the  Order  to  destroy  sea  traffic.  Japanese  sub- 
mrines  of  the  6th  Fleet  aid  of  other  fleets  regularly  used 
bases  in  the  Mandates.  Submarines  on  route  from  Japan  to 


Pearl  Harbor  rendezvoused  at  Kwajalein.

23,  It  is  clear,  thorefore,  that  the  Japaneso  Navy  before 
7  Deoenber  1941  tod  established  navel  bases  in  the  Mandated 

Islands. 

24.  Likewise  nany  other  documents  3hou  that  the  Japanese 
Navy  and  Government  erected  fortifications  in  the  Mandated 
Islands.  For  brevity  only  one  set  consisting  of  throe 
documents  is  presented  here.  Two  of  these  documents 

(IPS  Documents  No.  6254-A  aid  No.  6254-B)  are  aerial  recon¬ 
naissance  photographs  of  TOTJE  Island  taken  V  United  States 
Navy  photographic  intelligence  units  in  January  1942,  less 
than  two  months  aftor  war  began.  The  third  document  (IPS 
Document  No.  6254-0)  io  a  Japcuiose  blueprint  map  of  WOTJE 
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dated  10  August  1940  capturod  toy  Amorican  forces,  landing 
at  Kwajaloin  in  February  1944# 


An  examination  of  thoso  photographs  shows  that  WOTJE. 
boforo  31  January  1942,  had  boon  fortifiod  and  equipped  as 
a  combination  of  an  island  fortros3  and  a  naval  base.  The 
blueprint  man  shows  that  boforo  10  August  1940  tho  Japanose 
Navy  and  Government  had  already  orcatod  extensive  fortifica¬ 
tions.  The  magnitude  of  tho  Japanese  naval  Installations 

at  WOTJE  is  lndicatod  by  the  tables  of  numbered  items

attached  to  each  documont. 


Tho  photograph  C-23,  WOTJE  Island,  North  Bid,  (IPS 
Docunont  No.  6254^A)  shows  tho  eonter  of  the  Island  to  bo 
covorod  by  two  intersecting  paved  airfiold  runways,  each  300 
foot  wide,  one  more  than  a  milo  long  (5700  foot),  the  other 
3900  foot  long,  and  suitable  for  largo  land-basod  bombers  as 
woll  as  lesser  aircraft.  Two  (or  throo)  largo  hangars  and 
two  large,  shop-typo  buildings  aro  soon  west  of  tho  runways. 
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North  of  theso  hangars  is  a  large  seaplane  ramp,  with  a  _ 
hangar  150  feet  wide  by  porhaps  300  feet  long  suitable  for 
the  largest  seaplanes. 

Many  gun  positions  pro  soon,  Including  a  northern  and 
a  southern  3-gun  Dual  Puipose  Anti-Aircraft  and  Coast  Defense 
Battery  oaoh  with  adjacent  powor  plant,  munitions  storage, 
oomoand  post  and  barracks  area.  The  guns  aro  probably  5-inch 
or  6-inch  guns.  Humorous  blockhouses  aro  observed  along  the 
ahoro  in  the  photographs  and  map. 


Storago  tanks  for  heavy  oil  and  structures  for  am¬ 
munition  storago  aro  indicated  on  the  Japanoso  nap  by  letter¬ 
ing  and  also  on  the  photographs  by  clouds  of  blaok  smoko 
showing  where  U.  3.  Navy  aviators  havo  located  the  tanks  and 
ammunition  storages. 

Trenches,  pillboxes,  machino  gun  emplacements,  wire 
ontanglomont3,  a  connecting  system  of  roads,  plus  a  total  of 
ooro  than  fifty  buildings  are  also  to  bo  observed  on  tho 
photographs  and  map. 
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In  photograph  C-22  (IPS  Document  Mo.  6254-B)  aro 
shown  the  large,  two-story  radio  transmitter  buildings,  flanked 
throo  radio  terrors,  and  by  othor  buildings  and  tanks. 


Tho  total  volume  of  Installations  on  HCfTJE,  as  shown 
by  this  Japanese  nap  dated  10  August  1940  and  by  those  aorial 
photographs  datod  31  January  1942,  is  sufficient  to  show  that 
the  Japanese  Navy  and  Govommant  had  boon  engaged  in  establish¬ 
ing  the  basos  and  orcoting  tho  fortifications  at  loast  prior  to 
tho  middle  of  1940  and  porhaps  at  loast  during  the  entire  year 
1940  as  well  as  1941#  I  am  inform od  that  additional  ovidonco 
on  this  point  is  to  bo  introduced  lator  in  anothor  section  of 
this  case  in  tho  fom  of  statements  from  residents  of  the 
Islands  who  worked  on  the  construction  at  7OTJE  for  the 
Japonoso,  , 


It  appoars  that  the  documents  preparod  by  tho  Japaneso 


Navy,  namely  Combined  Fleet  Top  Secret  Operation  Order  No,_l, 
and  tho  Mao  of  TT0TJT5.  arc  sufficient  to  show  that  the  Japanoso 
Navy  and  Government  before  7  Doocnbor  1941  ostablishod  naval 
basos  and  eroctod  fortifications. 
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Numerous  documents  and  records  shorr  that  the  Japancso 
Navy  and  Government,  particularly  tlio  Foreign  Offico,  between 
1931  and  1941,  Trero  engagod  in  a  policy  of  surveillance, 
reconnaissance  and  espionago  frith  rospeot  to  the  naval 
establishnent  and  activities  of  the  Unitod  States  Navy  and 
Government, 


,  The  United  States  Naval  Court  of  Inquiry  on  the  Poarl 
Harbor  Attack  stated,  in  its  findings  of  fact,  that  Japan's 
espionage  system  utllizod  her  civilian,  consular  and  diplonatlo 
nationals  throughout  the  world  and  enabled  her  to  keep  con¬ 
stantly  infomod  of  the  United  Statos  naval  tu  tiding  program 
end  of  the  location  and  movements  of  United  States  naval 
vessols. 


,  An  extcn3ivo  continuous  espionago  was  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  tho  Japanese  Navy  and  Government,  particu¬ 
larly  the  Foreign  Offico,  at  Honolulu,  through  Consul  General 
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Mngao  KIT' A  and  hi3  200  consular  ngonts  scattorod  throughout 
tho  Islands. 


Docuncnts  which  show  tho  nature  and  oxtont  of  this 
espionago  r.nd  particularly'  its  heavy  contribution  to  the 
Pearl  Harbor  attack,  'rill  now  bo  preoonted.  Thoso  documents 
arc  authenticated  copies  of  sor.o  9f  tho  messages  cnchangod 
between  the  Japanosc  Consul  General’ s  offico  at  Honolulu 
and  the  Japanese  Navy  and  Poroign  Office  at  Tokyo.  They 
wore  coded  messagos  sent  via  conrcorcial  communication 
companies.  (IPS  Documents  No.  6235-A,-C,-D,-E,-F,-G,-H  ond-l) 


In  order  that  tho  messages  may  bo  understood  in  their 
references  to  placos  and  areas  at  Pearl  Harbor,  a  chart  of 
Pearl  Harbor  has  been  prepared  and  trill  non  bo  offered, 

(IPS  Document  No.  625*1) 
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The  first  nossago  (IPS  Documont  No.  6255-4,  Japaneso 
raossago  //S3)  is  fron  Toltyo,  apparently  from  the  Pcroign 
Offioo  because  it  boars  tho  nano  of  Admiral  TOYODA,  the 
Foroign  Ministor.  It  roads  as  follows:

Japanese  message  #123,  namely  2  December  1941, 

Bernard  Julius  Otto  Xuehn,  according  to  his  recorded 
confession,  (IPS  Document  No.  6256-A  and  B)  which  has 
been  presented  in  evidence,  delivered  to  Consul 
General  KITA  and  his  assistants  at  his  office  in 
Honolulu  information  and  documents  as  requested  by 
the  Consul  General.  The  confession  also  indicates 
that  Kuehn  was  paid  a  considerable  sum  of  money, 
apparently  not  les3  than  $10,000,  for  his  services 
in  providing  such  information  to  the  Japanese  Consul 
General  and  therefore  in  turn  to  the  Japanese  Navy 
and  Foreign  Office  at  Tokyo.  The  information  and 
papers  delivered  by  Kuehn,  included  full  details  of 
United  States  ships  present,  with  their  berthing  loca¬ 
tions  in  the  harbor,  and  also  a  comprehensive  code  of 
signals  by  which  such  information  could  be  communi¬ 
cated  to  Japanese  submarines  or  other  Japanese  naval 
unit3  then  en  route  to  Poarl  Harbor.

The  Lanikfti  Beach  House  and  Kalama 
House  mentioned  in  the  message  "/ere  houses  occupied 
by  Kuehn,  according  to  his  confession.  This  message

However,  even  though  they  have 
actually  made  preparations,  bocause  they  must 
control  the  air  over  the  water  and  land  runways 
of  the  airports  in  the  vicinity  of  Pearl  Harbor, 
Hickam,  Ford  and  Ewa,  there  aro  limits  to  the 
balloon  defense  of  Pearl  Harbor.  I  imagine 
that  in  all  probability  there  is  considerable 
opportunity  loft  to  take  advantage  for  a 
surprise  attack  against  those  places.
